Human failure also affecls-hcad 
restraints, -according to a survey 
by U>e Insurawe Institute (or High- 
way Safety. The restraints have 
been mandatory on cars built after 
1968. The Institute finds lhat they 
have reduced., whiplash injuries 
significantly, but also liave in- 
creased chances of ncxk injury 
when the restraints have been 
placed in their lowest position. 
Perhaps tho best answer here is 
permanently fixed restrains, and 
the NHTSA is considering that, 
Meanwhile, liead ,restroints, like 
seat belts, arc only as effective as 
thoy arc used correctly.

The 
not result of bU these bombing pauses was lero. 
InlBcint was less than icro forTisrbKauarttfi 
enemy used every pause to strengthen Its 
position, IwatUy pusbbig men and supplies and 
equipment down the roods of North Vietnam for 
massive inllltratlon into the South. 

After the tlilrty-sevcn-day bombhig pouse, my 
principal advisors unaniimusly agreed that only 
one development would end tho war — Hanoi's 
conviction tliat North Vietnam could not win 
militarily. . , 

Clearly Uio North Vietnamese leaders had not 
yet reached that ooncliuion. Tbebr forcos hod 
suffered heavy losSea in 1065; yet Ihebr total 
strength had grown ns a result of increased in- 
lUtf-ation and Intensive recruitment. Our reports 
showed tliat bifllhration was contbiulng at a higli 
level in the flrst months of UM. 

Under the military rule of thumb — that In a 
guerrlUn war the defending forcos need ten men 
for every guerrilla — more than 2 million men

' Tlio North Victnomeso never gave tlic aliglitcst 
sign that tliey wero ready to consider rcducbig 
Uic Communists' holf of tlie war or to negotiate 
seriously tho terms of a fab- peace settlement. 



525,000 men in oil services for I he year ahead. : 

I>1 October 23, 1007, for tho first tbno bi two 
months, our planes hit a'military target withbi 
ten miles of Hanoi. 

. Wo did not know tlicn, but we -soon loomed, 
Uint Hanoi was already fovcrlslily preparbig its 
largest and most ambitious military campaign 
of Iho war. Itobiforcoments wero crowdbig the 
Infiltration trails and mmy hnd already arrived 
In SouUi Vietnam. 

Throui^iout tho fsll'of 1M7 my ndviiiors iwd I 
Useussed-a boniblng holt many tbncs. Wc werc_ 
all In favor of trybig again as soon os wo had 
some reasonable indication tliat .such a move- 
offered a alu-cd of'hopo. Whether another holt 
'actually produced tiiika or not, it would at least 
show — as I said at one of tlieso meetings — tliat 
wo wero ready to "go the last mile" Iq find 
ponce. 

But over those SJUno monUis wc wero also 
watcliing a mommotli buUd-up of enemy troops 
and supplies. Our Intelligence apparatus In- 
formed us conclusively that tho Communists 
wore preparbig for on oU-out assault.

For pbinnlng purposes. General west- 
morelond hod suggested tliat we consider a force 
bicrease of 100,000 men above tluse already 
authoriiod.
